W ashington, Aug. 6 (ZP)—A pro­ 
posal to restore the two-thirds rule 
in the 1940 Dem ocratic convention 
m ay become a rallying point for 
anti - adm inistration 
D em ocrats 
if 
President Roosevelt stands for a 
third term. 
A group of southern politicians 
is already calculating the chances 
of winning enough northern sup­ 
port in 1940 to restore the rule, 
which once gave the “solid south’’ 
in effective veto power in party 
councils. 
Scrapped in 1932 
This sam e group formed a bloc 
in the last congress against some 
of the president’s legislative pro­ 
posals. 
U nder the two-thirds rule, scrap­ 
ped in 1932 when Mr. Roosevelt 
was nominated, no candidate could 
win the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination 
without 
a 
two-thirds 
convention vote. 
The south had 
more than a third of the delegates 
thus could withhold the nomi­ 
nation from anyone 
it 
opposed, 
v, i bout the rule, which often threw 
Democratic conventions into a dead­ 
lock for weeks at a time, a simple 
m ajority has the power to choose 
he p arty ’s candidate. 
If 
anti-Roosevelt 
forces 
could 
m uster a m ajority in favor of the 
two-thirds regulation In 1940, they 
would capture a 
potent 
weapon 
vith which to tight any third-verm 
irive. 
Aids “Favorite Son s" 
Some of the politicians consider­ 
ing anti-third-term tactics said to­ 
day th at it might be possible to 
obtain a m ajority for the rule even 
though a m ajority of the eonven- 
:ion would vote to renom inate the 
president. 
The rule would appeal, they pre­ 
dicted. to the south, to delegations 
supporting 
“favorite 
son” 
candi­ 
dates and to delegates who would 
like to oppose the president with­ 
out voting directly against him. 
These politicians declined to he 
quoted by nam e until, they said, the 
president had disclosed his inten­ 
tions definitely. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s best known state­ 
m ent on the question thus far was 
m ade at a Dem ocratic banquet on 
March 4, 1937, when he said: 
“ My great am bition on January 
20, 1941, is to turn over this desk 
and chair in the W hite House to 
my successor, w hoever he may be, 
with the assurance that I am at 
the sam e time turning over to him 
as president a nation intact.”

death of six persons here. 
State H ealth C om m issioner Don 
W. G udakunst said the germ had 
been identified 
through 
experi­ 
m ents on a m onkey as shiga dysen­ 
tery, an oriental or 
tropical 
di­ 
sease extrem ely rare in this sec­ 
tion of the country. 
He described the 
disease 
as 
"the m ost severe of all dysentery 
d isea ses’’ 
that 
spread 
through 
contam inated water or food. 
It 
m ay be contracted from fresh, un­ 
cooked food, or water that has not 
been boiled, he said. 
Dr. Gudakunst said the diagnos­ 
is w as the first ever m ade of the 
disease in Michigan. It may have 
been brought to this country by a 
carrier from the orient, 
be 
ex­ 
plained. 
The 
com m issioner said health 
officers would visit approxim ately 
28 persons reported ailing in this 
area to determ ine w hether they 
were suffering from the disease. 
H e requested the city to ex­ 
pand its chem icalization of Owos­ 
so sew age as a precaution against 
spread of the disease and again 
warned Owosso residents against 
eating uncooked foods and drink­ 
ing w ater that has not been boil­ 
ed. 
Four m em bers of the Llew ellyn 
Bennett fam ily and two members 
of other fam ilies here died this 
week, apparently from the disease.

Washington, D. C. — The nationalistic 
fever which has swept over 
Europe 
and 
the Occident generally, resulting in many 
types of New Deals, including th a t in the 
United States, has reached the kingdom of 
Siam which, save for the port and capital, 
Bangkok, has been regarded as 
a 
half 
legendary land of 
white 
elephants 
and 
strange customs. 
It will be rem em b ere d 
that some years ago the King of 
Siam, 
Prajadhipok, visited the United States 
to 
have an operation performed on his eye 
and also to observe at first hand 
ultra- 
western civilization. The advent of a New 
Deal in Siam seems to date from 
ab o u t 
t h a t time. 
A coup d ’etat took place in 1 032 and, 
in 1035, the King abdicated his throne. 
The hereditary ruler now is th e 
K in g ’s 
nephew, A nanda Mahidol. 
Ile is but I - 
years old and is going to school a t 
Laus­ 
anne in Switzerland, with his m o th e r for 
guardian. Meantime, a Regency Council 
rules tho kingdom. It is hea ded by 
one 
of Siam’s statesm en, I Tty a Bahol Bolabay- 
tiha Sena, who is backed by w h a t is l a d ­ 
ed the People’s Party. 
While the capital and tho 
coast 
had 
come to a limited extent under outside in­ 
fluences, the up-country 
had 
rem ained 
much as it had been for many centuries. 
The slogan of the ruling party and 
the 
Regency has now hocome. Siam 
foi 
the 
Siamese and a program of revitalization 
and progress has been u ndertaken. 
The 
King who abdicated iii 1935 was one (if the 
fowr remain in g absolute m onarchs in tho 
world. 
Now, while the throne is r e ta in ­ 
ed, the institution is but part of the 
po­ 
litical m achin ery of a constitutional mon­ 
archy. 
In tile short time since the beginning of 
S iam ’s New Deal the country has 
made 
notable gains. 
One of the more im port­ 
ant actions has been the construction of a 
system of broad, paved highways into 
lite 
interior and tin' extension of railway lines. 
Interior towns which had slept in medieval 
quietude for centuries are coming to life. 
Communications aud 
trade 
have 
been 
widely extended. 
One of the most fascinating 
develop­ 
ments under the new regime is the estab­ 
lishment of a new military center. 
The 
project was s ta rt ed a year or two ago and 
still is in process. 
It is at Lopburl, some 
80 miles north of Bangkok. 
For 
many 
generations this place has not been heard 
of ny tim outside world, but long ago it 
was the capital of the Kingdom. 
I util 
the new project was started Lopburl was 
a straggling country town so tar as con­ 
temporary life was concerned. 
Rut the 
huts of the dwellers were in th e shadow 
of crumbling ruins of palaces and temples 
of the old capital. 
The city was sacked 
by the Burmese 200 years ago and aban­ 
doned. 
The ju n g les had encroached and 
only a ghost, city remained so far as tin 
old magnificence was concerned. 
The towerin g spires of some of the an ­ 
cient shrines rose above the ju n g le, but 
the creeping vines and luxuriant growth 
entangled all beneath. 
The w ork of clear­ 
ing away the ju n g le has progressed stead­ 
ily. 
Some of t h e ancient s tru c t u re s are 
In an excellent state of preservation; o th ­ 
ers less so. 
T h e New Deal is m a k in g 
no 
attempt to resto re these, but is building 
an entirely new city which already has giv­ 
en Lopburl an incongruous 
appearance. 
For the new stru c tu re s are m o d e rn 
and 
follow western lines. 
They lack th e rich 
carvings of the older edifices but a r e em in ­ 
ently practical. 
F o r 
example, 
a 
huge 
barracks has been constructed w ith every 
modern convenience. 
\djacont to this is 
a large sw im m ing pool for th e use of the 
cadets of the military school which might 
be compared with West 
I’oint. 
Spiring 
temples of the old capital are reflected in 
the waters of this blue pool. 
Spacious officers' quarters have 
been 
built and there ar e modern hospitals and 
schools to which the civilian population as 
ivoll as the military 
will 
have 
access. 
Primarily, however, the new city is 
re­ 
garded as a military center but it follows 
that a substantial civilian population must 
he present. Nearby’ is an extensive aviation 
field while around the city are th e reser­ 
vations tor the infantry, cavalry, an d art ii 
lory branches of th e 
service. 
Formerly 
the bulk of tho Siamese arm y h a s 
been 
quartered at Bangkok but it gradually is 
being removed to Lopburl as th e 
build 
jugs and tither facilities are 
completed

Washington— A real Russo-Jap­ 
anese war, if it should come, will 
likely produce the most spectacu­ 
lar. effective aerial bombardment 
and combat yet seen. 
Tokio, as American arm y offi­ 
cer* see it, would become the first 
capital of a m ajor power to suffer 
a severe aerial bom bardm ent. 
It Is less than 700 miles from 
Russia’s Vladivostok to Tokio. Ex­ 
perts who believe Tokio would be

taking off with loads of explo­ 
sives and flying madly into Rus­ 
sian air fleets. 
News of darkening of Japanese 
cities confirms belief th at Tokio 
and other large centers are vul­ 
nerable. 
WHAT MAT BE IN 
THE RUSSIAN MINT) 
Diplomats 
and 
military men 
have 
supposed that the Chang- 
kufeng flighting would be kept lo­ 
calized, on the theory that Japan 
wants no war because of her Chi­ 
nese involvement and that Russia 
has too much to worry about in 
Europe. 
This is mere deduction. 
Aside from general background, 
all the State, War, and Navy De­ 
partments know is what they read 
In the newspapers— meaning the 
official versions from Tokio and 
Moscow. 
Several bizarre theories as to 
the “real reason” behind the out­ 
break have gained wide credence 
In Washington. 
But the best Far 
Eastern experts are unwilling to 
go beyond suggesting as possibili­ 
ties: 
1. That Russia has sought to 
diffuse Japanese military energy 
and 
take 
heat off the Chinese. 
Chinese resistance might suddenly 
collapse——as Ethiopian resistance 
to Italian troops did— and Russia 
may have been warned of such a 
likelihood. 
2. That Russia desired to test 
Japanese 
reaction and find out 
how weak or strong Japanese re­ 
sistance would be. 
3. That Russia, 
believing the 
point of maximum Japanese weak­ 
ness may have been reached, pre­ 
fers to strike before Japan can 
consolidate ber position in China. 
At 
any 
rate, Russian troops 
moved into previously unoccupied 
territory of great strategic value 
and Japanese fought to drive them 
off. 
The Changkufeng hills domi­ 
nate 
Japan’s 
Tumen 
railroad, 
which runs far into Manchukuo 
from the important new Korean 
port of Rashin. 
The Rashin-Tu- 
men 
route 
is 
Jap an ’s 
shortest 
route for getting troops and sup­ 
plies into Manchukuo. 
TREATY? TREATY? 
WHAT TREATY? 
Mention of the alleged treaty 
with China on which Russia bases 
;laim to the 
disputed 
territory 
brings skeptical grins from State 
Department officials, who never] 
heard 
of 
such a treaty. 
T h e y ' 
haven’t even a map bearing the 
name 
Changkufeng— and 
they 
have many exhaustive maps. 
To 
Japanese questioning existence of 
the treaty, Russia says: “ Ask the 
Chinese.” 
Japan 
warring 
on 
China, won’t. 
One of the less screwy-sound­ 
ing theories circulated in Wash­ 
ington says Japan attacked Rus­ 
sians in a major engagement at 
behest of Germany, as a prelude 
to a widely-feared German inva- 
jlon of Czechoslovakia this month. 
While 
renewed Berlin verbal 
blasts against the Czechs might 
back up this theory, cagey diplo­ 
mats 
here 
say Japan wouldn’t 
stick her neck out just because 
Germany asked her. But they say 
many Japanese militarists would 
take on both Russia and China.

Aug. 
IO. 
Capt. 
Frakes will share the Thrill Day 
program with Jimmie Lynch and 
his Death Dodgers, who will pre­ 
sent two hours 
of 
automobile 
stunt riding, similar to repertoire 
of Lucky Teter and his Hell Driv­ 
ers offered here last year. 
Crashing planes is a game the 
layman wonders at and wouldn’t 
try for a million dollars. 
To talk 
to Captain Frakes, or to see one 
of his expert crashes, is to learn 
that it isn’t as foolish as it seems; 
that it requires great skill 
and 
flawless judgment, and that the 
practice 
ultimately 
may 
have 
great military value. 
Capt. Frakes has spent 
much 
time perfecting his stunt, but the 
first time he did it all the 
ele­ 
ments of risk and danger 
were 
present. 
Form er Test Pilot 
Formerly a test pilot, with Cur- 
tiss-Wright Airplane Co., Frakes 
came to the year 1931 with twelve 
years of flying experience and no 
job. 
He returned to his home in 
Columbia, Term., then 
went 
to 
Nashville, where he evolved 
the 
idea of cracking up ships for a 
living. 
Frakes didn’t care about 
the 
‘thrill,’ he declares. 
All he want­ 
ed was three hots a day and mon­ 
ey to support his wife and baby. 
The depression brought him 
a 
new thrill, but he didn't consider 
if that way. 
All he wanted was 
the money. 
He began to get bookings on 
what showmen thought was an ex­ 
pensive chance, but after the first 
crash he was ‘made.’ 
Since that 
first crash he has 
cracked 
up 
more than 20 planes, not to m en­ 
tion the fright he has given to 
thousands of spectators. 
Danger of Fire 
Presence of mind, incidentally, 
and a careful plan of the crash, i 
are the important 
adjuncts 
of' 
F la k e s’ stunt. 
He has kept his, 
mind on his b u s in g s even through 
the climax of the 
crash, 
when 
timbers are cracking all 
round 
him and wings are stopping 
so 
suddenly they disembody 
them ­ 
selves from the fuselage. 
Then 
there is the added danger — and 
that is just as real as the crash 
of fire. 
Capt. Frakes is not sure 
that he'll hit the house in the 
spot planned, but he is sure 
of 
two things, wrecking 
the 
plane 
and fire. 
In case of unconscious­ 
ness or some emergency, firemen 
are stationed near the* scene ready 
to protect him from the flames.

Fish Deep and Don’t Fail 
to Try Night Fishing 
During August 


B Y R Y E IX PA T T E R SO N 
The wall-eyed pike Is probably 
the most sought after fish am ong 
o ur various fresh-w ater species. It 
is found both in rivers 
and 
in 
lakes. 
During the early part of 
the sum m er it is chiefly tak en off 
th e reefs, over u n d e rw at er islands, 
or off points of land, an d almost 
always over a rocky bottom. 
If 
a lake has a certain are a th a t is 
studded on the bottom with rocks 
and boulders, there is the place 
you can be almost certain you will 
find this species. 
While wall-eyes may, at times, 
and in certain localities, be found 
in close touch with 
weed 
beds, 
such grounds are not to their lik­ 
ing. for they are by 
n a t u re 
a 
clean sand-bottom or rocky-bot­ 
to m fish. 
Keep this well in mind 
In seeking wall-eyes in any w ate r 
o r in any stream. 
Many a time 
t h e existence of a rocky bottom, 
h ith e rto unknown to the fisher­ 
m an, m ay be ascertained by troll­ 
ing a line over th e bottom with 
a heavy lin k e r of th e dipsey type, 
over It, 
The knock or grating of 
the sin k e r over th e rocks will es­ 
tablish the fact sought. 
If such 
a rocky bottom is found, one can 
r e tu r n to it time and again and 
take this splendid gam e and food 
fish by fishing deep. 
D uring th e h e a t 
of 
summ er, 
wall-eyes retire to 
th e 
deepest 
holes in a lake durin g the day­ 
tim e hours, feeding in the early 
evening and on until midnight or 
one o ’clock in the morning. Thus, 
d u rin g August, to fish from ten 
at n ig h t until m idnight is likely 
to win results In th e inshore w a­ 
ters, aro u n d rocky Inner reefs and 
patches. 
At such tim es the wall­ 
eyes move inshore in schools and 
crow’d the minnows up into 
the 
shallow water, 
su r ro u n d 
them, 
and take th em by th e hundreds. 
Moonlit nights in August are best 
for n ight fishing. 
Unlike other 
fish, the wall-eye is a nocturnal 
feeder. 
His eyes are 
made 
for 
seeing in th e d ark much as the 
owl is fitted out for 
seeing 
at 
night on land. 
W ere more fish­ 
ermen in realization of this fact, 
more wall-eyes would be taken. 
J u n e B u g Hp in n er B est 
All types of pork-rind lures will 
be found excellent 
in 
wall-eyed 
pike fishing, especially so in the 
rivers and stream s w here this fish 
is found. 
To work th e pools it 
is well to place a sinker up ahead 
Df the lure to get it down close to 
he bottom. 
Wobbling 
spoons, 
especially those that are enameled 
and striped, seem singularly 
ef­ 
fective on this species. 
Wobbling 
plugs of the bass-eiae type can al- 
3o be cast or trolled deep 
very 
3uccessfuUy on occasion. 
That 
this is rarely done is proof that 
the value of these lures, 
fished 
deep by means of sinkers, is not as 
yet fully appreciated. 
Chief 
and 
foremost 
among 
deadly wali-eyed pike lures is the 
ever favorite J u ne-bug 
spinner, 
which is a single sp in n er 
on 
a 
shaft used In com bination 
with 
a fresh or live minnow. The June- 
bug type of lure has proved so 
successful in all waters th a t it has 
come to be the most dependable 
of all wall-eye lures. 
Usually the 
Bingle spinner Ju n e -b u g is used, 
although 
double 
spinne r 
and 
triple spinner types are to be had. 
The la tter two are used in deep 
trolling; the flash of two or three 
spinners being 
easier 
detected 
th an the flash of a single spinner. 
For general use in wall-eye fish-! 
lug, however, the single spinner 
is sufficient.

Even in deep water, an experi­ 
enced fisherman usually can tell 
what sort of a fish he has hooked. 
The sea angler can tell alm ost in­ 
stantly w hether he is brin gin g up 
a cod or a plaice because of th eir 
characteristic 
circular 
m otion; 
the plaice, like all “ flat” fish, add 
the rocking action which 
labels 
his kind long before he is seen. 
T h e walleye 
iii 
fresh 
w ate r 
comes up iii similar fashion to a 
cod 
Bass of both fresh and salt 
water act characteristically when 
fighting deep. 
F resh-w ater bass 
do not always come to the s u r ­ 
face 
Northern pike and m u s k e l ­ 
lunge fight a hook in much the 
s a m e manner, but the pike will 
s o m e t i m e s , but not always, quit 
sooner 
Both fish will break out 
into the air, alth ough the m uskie 
will heal the pike In this respect. 
Large muskies or pike seldom 
jump 
Rainbow trout hold the 
jumping record in their particu lar 
class, with brown trout ju m p i n g 
on occasion. 
Brook tro u t will 
jump on feeling the

The census drives, which

made with the ald of 
CCC

rolles, are one method by which

s t a t e ’s deer population. Estim ates

INSECT PESTS 
ARE NUMEROUS 


Outdoor Pleasure Can Be 
Increased by Taking 
Proper Measures 


RY DILLON W ALLACE 
With camp comes the mosquito. 
Its merry h u m is certain to 
a n ­ 
nounce his presence where ever 
camp is pitched, and it will r e ­ 
main, a close th ough unwelcome 
com panion th ro u g h o u t the ca m p ­ 
ing season. 
And there is the in­ 
sidious black fly, the busy and 
inquisitive midge or punkie, th e 
tiny burro w in g chigger, and the 
clinging tick, each with its in di­ 
vidual method of attack, and all, 
in varying degrees, linking 
its 
Lest efforts to th e single purpose 
of causing h u m a n s to be u n co m ­ 
fortable. 
In my own experience 
I have had a most intim ate 
ac­ 
quaintance with all of them, and 
perhaps the result of my research 
in methods of discouraging their 
attacks may be of interest and 
benefit to others. 
Dope, (not for the 
individual 
but for the insect) is the usual 
method of defence. 
These are 
of three kinds: first, a liquid that 
when applied to the skin 
repels 
the insect by its odor; second, in­ 
secticides designed to poison the 
insect; third, com pounds designed 
to cover the skin with a protective 
coating, and at the same time dis­ 
courage the insect by their odor. 
A fairly good repellant is oil of 
citronella mixed with carbolated 
vaseline to form a paste, and here 
is u com bination of repellant and 
antiseptic. 
The hest insecticide in my ex­ 
perience is a com pound of one part 
carbolic acid to tw’elve parts sweet 
oil. 
It will repel flies and m o s ­ 
quitoes when othe r dopes fail. 
It 
is well to have a druggist co m ­ 
pound if to avoid a possibility of 
globules of carbolic acid occurring, 
w’hich w’ould burn the skin. 
A coating and at the same time 
repelling dope th at I have used 
with excellent results is made by 
hea ting three ounces pine ta r with 
tw’o ounces (castor oil, 
sim mered 
until w’ell mixed. 
To this add one 
ounce each of oil of pennyroyal, 
oil of citronella, creosote, p ulve r­ 
ized cam phor, and one large, tulle 
of carbolated vaseline. 
Apply oc­ 
casionally aud do not wash it off 
while in the insect country. 
Midges or punkies attack night 
and morning. 
Screen 
windows 
W’ith cheesecloth 
aud 
keep 
the 
screens by sprinkling.. They a b ­ 
hor smudge. 
Spray the cabin or 
tent frequently with flit or sim i­ 
lar spray 
Midges belong to the 
moth family, aud will be a t t r a c t ­ 
ed to a candle flame, and be de­ 
stroyed by the heat. 
Chiggers may be repelled 
by 
bathin g the entire body in 
the 
evening in heavily salted water, 
and dusting the body th oroughly 
in the m orning 
with 
powdered 
su lp h u r before going out. 
The 
itching from a chigger that has 
imbedded itself u n d e r the 
skin 
may be cured by cupping a little 
ether in th e hollow’ of the hand 
over the spot. 
This will also in­ 
duce ticks to release their head 
from the skin. 
An application of 
a moderately strong solution of 
am monia, when Itching first be­ 
gins, will destroy th e chigger; and 
if applied before th e chigger 
is 
thoroughly imbedded, a s a t u ra t e 
solution of bicarbonate of 
soda 
will serve.

THIRST gesture of King Gustav 
when he ascended the Swedish 
throne on Dec. 8, 1907, was to 
cancel the customary elaborate 
ceremonies. 
“The money can be 
spent more usefully elsewhere,” he 
decreed, and he has never depart­ 
ed since from this sort of demo­ 
cratic kingship. 
Recently he celebrated his 80th 
birthday. 
A collection of 6,000,- 
000 kronor was presented by the 
people as an anniversary gift, and 
immediately Gustav turned over 
the whole amount to a campaign 
to fight infantile paralysis. 
On 
his 70th birthday a similar collec­ 
tion was arranged, but when Gus­ 
tav heard of it he ordered the 
money set aside for cancer work. 
That collection 
netted 5.000,000 
kronor, all of which went into 
special cancer hospitals complete 
with radium laboratories. 
So the tall, tennis-playing mon­ 
arch retains the popularity he has 
long since earned in Sweden, and 
which gained great impetus when 
he kept his nation free of the 
World War and moved for a unit­ 
ed front with other Scandinavian 
countries.

fall is had on this log the birlers 
progress to th e next smaller log 
for three minutes. 
If no fall is 
had on this log they go to the 
small log 
and birl to a 
finish. 
A birler wins a fall when he dis­ 
lodges 
his 
opponent and forces 
him into th e water. 
Two falls 
out of three constitute a match. 
In any fall in which both contest­ 
ants take a wetting at practically 
the 
same 
time, th e birler who 
strikes the water first is adjudged 
the loser. To speed 
up th e con­ 
tests this 
year th e time 
on the 
first two 
logs has been 
limited 
to three minutes.

When the log is stationary' the 
contestants a re laboring th e h a r d ­ 
est. 
Each has his calks firmly 
dug into the side of the log, so 
far that his heels are in the wa­ 
ter. 
Every muscle Is strained to 
take the log away from each o th ­ 
er by getting it rolling his own 
way with the hope th at it will u n ­ 
balance his opponent. 
The strain 
on the ankles is terrific, to say 
nothing of the leg muscles. 
In 
straight birling, th e ability to e n ­ 
dure the strain th e longest is the 
stuff from which champions are 
made.

they battled for two hours, thirty 
nine minutes and sixteen seconds, 
before Delvea “ d u n k e d " T hom p­ 
son for the final fall in the c h a m ­ 
pionship contest of that year.
